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PROGRESS  REPORT 

1968-69 


DIVISION  I:  BUSINESS  EDUCATION 

An  overhead  projector  was  acquired,  and  there  was  expanded  use  of 
it  to  stimulate  learning  processes. 

A  cold  water  fountain  was  installed  in  the  Business  Education 
Building. 

A  proposal  tor  rederal  funds  under  Title  VI  was  submitted  to 
purchase  additional  equipment  in  the  Business  Education  Division 
including  data-processing  equipment 


DIVISION  II:  HUMANITIES 

A .  Art 

All  offerings  in  the  field  of  art  were  made  available 
during  the  school  year.  The  courses  offered  were  well 
received.  Most  of  the  students  had  no  previous  drawing 
experience  and  their  progress  was  gratifying.  As  much 
sketching  as  possible  was  done  out-of-doors. 

B.  Music 

All  offerings  in  the  field  of  music  were  made  available 
except  Music  Literature.  There  was  insufficient  demand  for 
this  course. 

The  Music  Department  has  provided  a  wide  program  of 
services  to  the  religious  and  secular  life  of  the  school. 

A  wider  cultural  development  of  the  school  and  community 
was  realized  through  these  programs.  Public  relations  value 
of  the  Music  Department  remains  very  great.  The  programs 
presented  were  by  the  Choir,  the  MItchellettes ,  the  Mitchell- 
aires,  by  small  groups,  and  by  Individual  students  and 
faculty  members  of  the  department. 

C.  Religion 

Aside  from  making  available  the  offerings  in  the  fields 
of  religion  and  psychology,  the  Chaplain  has  spent  much  time 
in  counseling  students,  and  in  the  religious  programs  carried 
on  by  the  school.  He  was  sponsor  of  the  Student  Christian 
Association,  and  chairman  of  the  Chapel  Committee.  In  add¬ 
ition,  he  has  been  very  active  in  community  affairs,  and  has 
been  a  popular  speaker  for  both  secular  and  sacred  programs 
in  the  community. 
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DIVISION  III:  LANGUAGES 


A.  English 

There  were  three  full-time  and  two  part-time  instructors 
in  the  English  Department  this  year.  It  is  felt  that  one  of 
the  strongest  features  in  the  course  offerings  has  been  the 
intensive  five-day  English  classes. 

The  Head  of  the  Language  Division  was  sponsor  of 
Phi  Theta  Kappa .  One  of  the  English  instructors  sponsored 
the  school  newspaper,  Campus  Comments .  Another  of  the 
English  Instructors  was  sponsor  of  the  annual,  The  Circle . 

Mr.  Young,  English  instructor,  attended  the  conference 
of  North  Carolina  English  Teachers,  held  in  Hickory. 

Miss  Linney,  Division  Head,  and  Mr.  Young  attended  the 
spring  conference  of  the  same  organization ,  held  in  connection 
with  the  NCEA  meeting,  in  Charlotte. 

B.  Drama 


A  course  in  drama  (designed  to  give  students  practice 
and  experience  in  acting  and  play  production)  was  offered 
as  a  new  course  this  year.  This  proved  to  be  a  very  popular 
course,  and  many  students  were  not  permitted  to  enroll  in 
the  course  because  of  the  heavy  demands. 

The  group,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Martha  Bradner, 
presented  two  one-act  plays  in  December,  Scrooge  and 
The  Acting  Lesson .  The  Medium,  an  opera,  was  presented  in 
February.  In  April  a  Nite  of  Skits  was  presented,  and 
Came  lot  was  presented  in  May. 

C.  Modern  Foreign  Languages 

Two  full-time  teachers  taught  In  this  department. 

Mrs.  Knox,  teacher  of  French,  was  hospitalized  for  several 
weeks  during  the  fall  term,  during  which  time  her  sister, 
Miss  Sarah  Nooe,  assisted  with  her  classes. 

Mrs.  Knox  attended  the  State  meeting  of  the  NCEA  French 
section  in  Charlotte  in  March,  and  the  State  meeting  of  the 
American  Association  of  Teachers  of  French  in  April.  She 
served  as  president  of  the  Higher  Education  Division  of  the 
South  Piedmont  NCEA  in  1963. 

Mr.  Richard  Watson  taught  Spanish  courses. 
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DIVISION  IV:  SCIENCES,  MATHEMATICS ,  AND  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

A.  Biology 

The  Biology  Department  has  made  a  great  deal  of 
progress  this  year.  We  have  had  many  successes  and  a 
few  failures.  The  students  have  been  good,  and  a  fair 
percentage  of  them  have  mastered  the  work.  The  students 
have  encountered  new  aids  and  presentations  this  year 
which  have  helped.  New  films,  slides,  models,  atmosphere, 
demonstrations,  microscopes,  preserved  materials,  and 
living  materials  have  been  added. 

We  have  had  students  who  have  inquired  about  additional 
biology  courses.  Many  of  these  are  thinking  of  technical 
work,  medicine,  dentistry,  pharmacy,  or  a  biology  major. 

We  offer  no  course  beyond  the  freshman  level  for  any  of 
these  students.  This  needs  to  be  considered  for  the  future. 

B.  Chemistry 

All  offerings  in  the  field  of  chemistry  were  made 
available.  Three  hours  of  lecture  with  two  hours  of 
laboratory  experience  per  week  were  required  for  each  of 
the  courses.  It  is  recommended  that  one  additional  hour 
in  laboratory  be  required. 

Lectures  were  enriched  with  demonstrations  of  chemical 
principles  by  the  teacher  and  all  the  students.  Laboratory 
experiences  designed  and  supervised  by  the  teacher  to 
illustrate  principles  and  to  develop  useful  laboratory 
techniques . 

C.  Mathematics 

All  offerings  in  the  field  of  mathematics  was  made 
available  first  semester.  Second  semester  Calculus  was 
not  offered  because  of  a  lack  of  demand  for  the  course. 

First  semester  there  was  one  full-time  instructor  in 
the  department,  and  two  part-time.  Second  semester  there 
was  one  full-time,  and  one  part-time  instructor. 

D.  Physical  Education 

Aims  and  objectives  in  the  instruction  of  physical 
education  are  being  realized,  and  progress  by  individual 
students  Is  recorded.  The  intramural  program  has  not

been  as  successful  as  it  should  have  been.  The  lack  of 
planning,  and  a  general  lack  of  interest  in  the  program 
probably  was  the  reason  it  was  not  as  effective  as  it 
has  been  in  the  past.  More  thought  is  being  given  to  the 
program  for  next  year. 

Intercollegiate  athletics  were  conducted  in  the  fields 
of  basketball,  tennis,  and  golf  on  a  limited  basis.  More 
thought  concerning  these  programs  is  now  being  given,  and 
major  decisions  concerning  them  are  yet  to  be  made. 

All  offerings  in  the  Physical  Education  Department  were 
made  available.  In  addition.  Horseback  Riding  was  offered 
to  six  students  by  Mrs.  F.  Montgomery  Steele  second  semester. 

Since  both  instructors  in  the  department  were  relatively 
new  to  college  instruction,  a  more  effective  program  in  this 
field  is  expected  next  year. 

DIVISION  V:  SOCIAL  SCIENCE 

There  were  five  full-time  instructors  in  the  Social  Science 
Division  this  year.  One  of  these  was  assigned  duties  as  a  teacher 
of  Speech  for  two  sections.  Economics  was  taught  by  an  instructor  in 
the  Business  Education  Division. 

All  offerings  in  the  division  were  made  available,  including  the 
new  course.  Anthropology  251.  Two  sections  of  this  course  were  offer¬ 
ed  each  semester,  and  was  well  received  by  the  students.
